The First Ally Victory. 

Thereafter Germany was pinned 
down to the trench from Nieuwport 
to Switzerland, and while still pos- 
sessing superior numbers, superior 
material and superior resources, was 
condemned to a sterile. trench. war. 
These two great conflicts which will 
make the 1914 campaign in the 
‘West forever memorable, ended in 
substantial victory for the allies 
since one of the German attacks was 
broken and rolled back for many 
Miles and the other stopped almost 
at the point of its origin before 
Ypres. 

The second campaign of the war, 
that of 1915, saw Germany deliber- 
ately accepting a defensive on the 
West while she sought and succeeded 
ii breaking Russian military power 
in the east, and, later, in’ opening @ 
highway to Turkey in Asia.

closing days of 1916 the French were 
able to pass to the offensive before 
Verdun and retake Vauy and Douau- 
mont and most of the important lost 
ground. 

But while conducting this desper- 
ate defensive in the west and sending 
many divisions to support the Aus- 
trians struggling in the face of the 
final Russian offensive which threat- 
ened the whole Austrian military 
establishment, the Germans were still 
able to throw a strategic reserve and 
a considerable mass of artillery 
against Rumania and to crush this 
little Latin’ state, partly through the 
efficiency of the German military 
establishment and ‘partly through the 
bétrayal of Rumania by the German- 
ophile conspirators in control of Pet- 
rograd. 

The destruction of Rumania long 
blinded the world to the, real signifi- 
cance of the campaign of 1916. Not 
even the German peace proposal: of 
the autumn served to make manifest 
tne fact that the Germans had defi- 
nitely lost the offensive in the west 
and were approaching the exhaus- 
tion of their reserves. Yet, looking 
backward in the light of present 
events, it is clear that 1916 in the 
west saw the shipwreck of the sec- 
ond and last great German bid for 
complete victory—first in the re- 
pulses at Verdun and second in the 
colossal collapse of the Somme de- 
fensive. 

Retreat of 1917. 

The campaign of 1917 in the west 
opened with a great German retreat 
—the most considerable since the 
Marne—a retreat which surrendered 
more than 1000 square miles of 
French territory and revealed unmis- 
takably the defeat of the Somme. 
Before the Germans could complete 
this great retreat and take the of- 
fensive, as they had planned to. do, 
both the French and British at- 
tacked. The British won the ‘great- 
est victory in the west, since the 
Yser, about Arras; the French, while 
teking valuable ground north of the 
Aisne, ‘were held up and paid a large 
pricé in casualties for a comparative- 
ly small ‘gain in territory..In the

The pause of the French offen- 
sive, due to great losses, led the Ger- 
mans to make their only considerable 
effort of the year in the west. Their 
sustained attacks along the Chemin des 
Dames (Zadris road) rivaled in per- 
tinacity and extensiveness their al- 
ready fanious assaults at Verdun. For 
many weeks the German purposes in 
this offensive remajned obscure. We 
know now, however, that the German 
attacks were due to the fact that, 
following the French sacrifices at the 
Aisne, there was a sudden and grave 


decline in the morale of the French 


army, and it was with a view to tak- 
ing advantage of this that the Ger- 
mans embarked upon a costly effort 
they could ill afford, were it to lead 


sto no decisive victory. 


Despite the temporary disarray of 
some of the French units, this Ger- 
man offensive on the Chemin des 
Dames was stopped without the gain 
of any considerable portion of the 
French line. At Verdun the Germans 
in their first attacks had gained for 
miles. About Craonne they did not 
gain 400 yards and the French, coun- 
ter-attacking presently, regained com- 
plete control of every trench they had 
given over at the onset of the German 


attack.

° War observers who belittle reports of the rapid 
' waning of Germany’s war-meking powers and in- 
sist that the war will be a prolonged, intense and 
j desperate struggle from this time on, find con- 
4 tirmation of their: opinion in the Austro-Ger 
man drive against Italy. 

Despite the heavy blows inflicted by the British 
and French on the western front and the signs of 

German demoralization there, the German staff 
has reinforced and heartened the defeated Aus- 
trians on the Isonzo with at least 300,000 fight- 
ing men, equipped with abundant guns and mu- 
nitions. That the drive is vigorous and effective 
is demonstrated by the results already attained. 
The Italian line has been broken at several points 
and the Austro-German forces have crossed the {* 
Italian boundary. Berlin reports the capture of}

forth we see the slow but certain 
ebbing of the tide from the Ainse to

Had Russia been able to continue 
her attacks in Galicta, which opened 
with shining success, we should have 
seen the end of the war this year, | 
because Germany has been able to 
hold her lines in the West only by 
steadily stripping those in the East. 

Today the Eastern campaign has 
become a joke. Today the Russian 
army is incapable of attack, and so 
far as one can judge, equally incap- 
able of resistance. At last Germany 
has succeeded, partly through her 
own efforts in '15 and ’16, partly 
through the efforts of her spies 1nd 
her agents among Russian Radicals, 
in abolishing any danger of the 
Eastern front, and having done this 
she has been able to concentrate her 
whole effort on the West. And her 
best troops, her munitions, her guns, 
the larger part of all her resources, 
have been concentrated on the nar- 
row front before the British; and 


yet given all these advantages, she 
has failed and is failing to stem the 
British advance. 

Most Hopeful Since War Began. | 

Looked at in its proper perspec- | 
tive the campaign of 1917 in the. 
West is the most hopeful since the | 
war began. The campaign of 1915) 
was a bitter disappointment to the | 
allies. The Germans easily and com- | 
pletely put down all French and 
British offensives, while Russia was 
well nigh destroyed and Servia 


crusned. The campaign of 1916 was} 


only less disappointing, because, 
while great successes were made at 
the Somme and Verdun, the allies 
were still unable to occupy Germany 
completely and prevent German 
masses from beating down Brusil- 
off’s offensive and subsequently de- 
stroying Rumania. 

But the campaign of 1917 has 
seen Germany at bay, incapable of 
offensive aperations in’ the East, 
where the road to Petrograd, to Mcs- 
cow, to Vladivostok, for that mat- 
ter, was open; incapable of succor- 
ing Turkey at Bagdad, and yet, with 
all her men and all her guns at 
work in the West, unable to check 
the British, unable to hold the dearly 
won heights about Verdun. 

Had Russia done her part. noth- 
ing is plainer than we should have 
had a military decision this year, but 
it is necessary to face the fact that 
neither now nor hereafter is there 
any chance that Russia wil! do her 
part. She has become an illusory 
ally; she has become a i-urden. 

Every sign that one can see poin‘*s 
to the failing of German numbers, 
the breaking down of German 
morale. The process is going for- 
ward; the disintegration is unmis- 
takable. Lee’s army, which fought 
from the Wilderness to Petersburg, 
who still unbeaten when it faced 
Grant in the trenches south of the 
Appomattox. Yet Lee’s army and 
Grant’s army knew that there could 
be but one ending to the war if it 
was continued through another cam- 
paign. 

Next spring will see a German re- 
treat more considerable than last 
spring, even if the winter operations 
are inconsiderable, because a longer 
stay upon the present German lines 
will invite a disaster far more ex- 
tensive than that which the Ger- 
mans avoided by their retreat from 
the Noyon salient last spring. That 
retreat will be the first authentic 
sign to the world of German defeat. 

The Submarine Failure. 

There is one more aspect of the 
campaign of 1917 that must be borne 
in mind. This year the Germans ap- 
parently abandoned all hope of a 
military success and asked their ar- 
miles merely to hold their lines until 
the submarines won the war. Solely 
for the purpose of giving the subma- 
rine time to win the war, the Ger- 
man armies on the west have held 
on, suffering terrible losses, but still 
preserving their line. Now, at the 
close of the campaign of 1917, the 
submarine campaign has been dem- 
onstrated as a failure. Now the 
German masters ask their armies in 
the west to hold out again through 
another year, with the far more il- 
lusory hope that the submarine may 
succeed in 1918, where it failed in 
1917.

Both are 
great talkers; both have emphatic 
views, which they are at little pains 
to hide; both on occasion can be de- 
lightfully indiscreet; both make use 
of natural and animated gestures; 
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: that are present in Col. Roosevelt and 


are developed in him to the highest 
Dower are present also in the King, 
in a minor key, but prominently 


j €nough to connect the two men in 


one’s mind at once. The King has 
not the ex-President’s engaging 
many-sidedness. His is a simpler 
and less complex nature. I should 
say. that he is rather a shy man—an 
attribite that I do not think the 
Colonel lays cldim to. He “is ‘er- 
tainly a most modest man—and here 


again there is no competition be- 


tween’ the ex-President and himself. 
I cannot imagine anyone trying to 


flatter the King or to play the cour- 


tier'in hfs presence. Insincerity and 
pretentiousness would. very soon 
shrivel’ up before his steady, open 
candor. 

There is another point besides 
those I have mentioned that the King 
and Col. Roosevelt have in common. 
They”are both prodigious workers. 
The King’s day, especially since the 
war, very rarely falls below an av- 
erage of 12 hours’ work and often 
rises to 15. What with investitures, 
privy councils, visits to the fleet, 
visits to the front, visits to muni- 


'' tion works, visits to the sick and

He is not 
a club man; he cares little or noth- 
ing for general society; one would 
hardly describe him as a man of the

him best are the most devoted to 


him. He has three qualities that ail 
men like in those they work for: 
First, he is himself a practitioner of 
method, punctuality and dispatch; 
secondly, he is considerateness itself; 
thirdly, he is utterly loyal to his of- 
ficers and subordinates, whether they 
are Cabinet Ministers or on his per- 
sonal staff or employed on one of his 
estates. 


He is one of the most English En- 
glishmen in England. Which implies 
that he is very much more English 
than any English sovereign I can 
think of. He is English in his ger- 
erosity—he has given to war funds 
more than his entire annual income. 
He is English in his “straightness”’ 
and in his freedom from and aversion 
to fussiness. He is especially English 
in hiding his own light under a bush- 
el, never putting himself forward or 
claiming credit for anything, just 
doing his best day in and day out 
with the consciousness that he at 
least can do no more. Always and 
under all circvy™stances he plays the 
game, 

So much of the King’s early life 
was spent at sea and traveling 
around the empire that he came to 
the throne almost an unknown man. 
But he is becoming known now. A 
few months ago, in a speech at Glas- 
gow, Mr. Lloyd George said: “There 
is one man who is working as hard as 
the hardest-worked man in the coun- 
try, and that is the sovereign of this 
realm’’—and the whole audience, in 
one of the sturdiest strongholds of 
British democracy, leaped to its feet 
and, with ringing cheers, sang the 
national anthem. The King is be- 
coming known, and therefore he is 
becoming appreciated. Men realize 
with how pure a flame of patriotism 
and self-sacrifice he has worked and 
is working. They realize that the 
luck has been against him ever since 
his accession, and that through a 
convulsive series of constitutional 
conflicts and industria] upheavals 
and fierce political crises, and now 
through a war that involves the very 
existence of the @mpire, he has 
sought simply and solely the good of 
his people. 

Republicanism? There is about as 
much repuublican sentiment in Great 
Britain as there is monarchial senti- 
ment in America. We are satisfied 
with the monarchy and the monarch. 
Other thrones may topple over, but 
the British throne is secure. I doubt 


indeed whether it was ever more 
completely identified with the for- 
tunes of the British people or more

It has been | 
set aside by President Wilson in the} 
interest of food conservation and has | 
for its specific object the pledging | 
of the men, women and children of | 


the country individually to conserve }- 


all food. products. 

The week will be opened in. St. 
Louis this morning with special serv- 
ices in the churches. Many_ pastors 
will preach sermons explaining the 
importance .of food conservation. 

The campaign in St. Louis will be 
under the direction of the Missouri 
branch.of the Council of National 
Defense, which has designated Ed- 
ward Hidden, the State chairman of 
Family Enrollment week, and M. L. 
Wilkinson, chairman of the St. Louis 
Committee on Registration as an Ex- 
ecutive Committee in charge of en- 
rollment. The Chaniber of Com- 
merce has placed its entire clerical 
force at the disposal of the commit- 
tee. 


Undue Denial Not Needed. 


Wilkinson yésterday laid stress on 
the fact that no one need practice un- 
due self-denial. “The signer of the 
Hoover pledge,’ he explained, ‘‘does 
not go out of the beaten paths of 
economy, even in peaceful times. He 
is not caHed upon to mortify the 
flesh, nor to make great sacrifices, 
such as the peoples of our allied na- 
tions are doing. The program of 
frugality that is advanced this week 
is one that might be followed well 
by everyone, even in times of plenti- | 
ful peace. It does not entail any) 
financial outlay. 

“Our aim is to have every St. 
Louis family help to save foodstuffs, 
especially wheat, meat, fats and 
sugar.” , 
Enrollment will be looked after 
through three main channels, the 
place of business, the home and the 
school room. Letters were yesterday 
mailed to 7000 business firms of the 
St. Louis industrial district, asking 
the recipiants to lend the machinery 
of their office to secure signed 
pledges from the individuals work- 
ing for them. In this way it is ex- 
pected that thousands of women 
clerks, saleswomen and _ factory 
workers will be enrolled also. 
The registration of women has 
been placed in the hands of the St. 
Louis Women's Central Committee 
on Food Conservation. Forty thou- 
Sand women were enrolled in the 
Hoover pledge registration for wom- 
en conducted in St. Louis July 28. 
Mrs. George A. Bass, who was at the 
head of the July ‘registration, has 
been commissioned to take the en- 
rolilment this week. She will have 
a force of volunteer ward and pre- 
cinct workers out early tomorrow 
morning canVassing the homes 
where the records show no women 
were pledged last summer.

VM. A. RELEF WORK 
CASUALTIES EXPLAINED 


Proximity of Secretaries to Firing 
Line Costs Many Lives, 
Official Says. 


The serving of hot coffee and tea 
to soldiers right behind the front 
trenches in dugouts under constant 
bombardment by enemy shelis is 
part of the daily routine work of the} 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
in France, according to Lewis A. 
Crossett of the organization's War 
Work Council who has just returned 
from an extended inspection’ trip 
along the Western front. 

Y. M. C. A. secretaries engaged 
in this relief work frequently are 
numbered among ‘the’ casualties near 
the firmg line. In one district in 
France nine per cent of the Y. M. 
Cc. A. staff were killed or wounded 
during three weeks of heavy fight- 
ing, Crossett said. 

One of the dugouts described by 
Crossett was located near the en- 
trance to a front trench. Shells 
were coming down around it, but 
were warded off by the stout _ 
struction and sandbagged roof. 
one end of the dugout was a ete 


boiled. Here fresh tea was made 
and served to the mén who came to 
the hut when relieved of their watch 
on the firing line. From 300 to 400 
men were supplied with tea in this 
way, according to Crossett. 

The secretaries move up with the 
troops, setting up their tents or pre- 
paring dugouts just as soon as a new 
position is consolidated." Wounded 
men, able to walk, are cared for on 
their way to the field dressing sta- 
tions, he said. 

The success of the organization’s 
work tn France with the British and 
American troops has resulted in re- 
quests from the French and Italian 
Governments for similar activities in 
connection with their armies, Cros- 
sett declared. 

Crossett will aid in conducting the 
Y. M. C. A. work with the American 
troops here and abroad. 


PREVENTION OF CHRISTMAS 
SHIPPING CONGESTION PLANNED 


Government Railway and Express 
Companies Co-Operating in Na- 
tion-Wide Effort. 
Government and express officials 
throughout the country have taken 
up the early shipping campaign, 
started by the St. Louis Commission 
of the Railroads War Board, and it 
is expected that the co-operation 
will prevent serious congestion in 
the railroad centers during the holi- 
day season. 
The express companies have ob- 
tained additional warehouse space in 
all the. large cities. for storing 
Christmas packages which are 
shipped early, and in routing these 
shipments will load cars so that they 
will go through to destination intact. 
Solid car shipments will be the ruie 
wherever possible, and the Post- 
office Department will follow the 
same rule with parcel post ship- 
ments.

cold and pestilence, the Germans will | 


suffer docilely. ‘Their rage will mount 
toward their enemies. But they will 
have no reascn to doubt that their 
Government is doing its best by 
them; that their martyrdom is 
righteous and necessary. Such is the 
hideous power of lies upon a wage 
ble people. 

So the Kaiser with a diabolic cyni- 
cism sneers hypocritically at the 
Pope’s peace note, while pretending 


_|at home to be seeking peace, and re- 


lies upon the winter to do what his 
guns cannot do, in breaking the 
Western front. Clearly the Germans 
genuinely expect during the winter 


revolution in England, or revolt in| 
Italy or rebelliqn in France, due not | 


to discomforts on the line, but due 
to. winter rigors among the civilian 
population. And. counting ‘America 
out of the game, the Germans’ hy- 
pothesis will work. 

If this war is won for the allies 
through the winter to the point 
where the united troops of all the 
enemies of Germany can smash the 
German lines next spring, America 
must win it, and America can win by 
contributing her talent for organiaz- 
tion to the problem of manufacture 


and distribution of the world’s supply 


of food and fuel and clothing. 
Winter’s Economic Struggle. 


For until March the war will be an 
economic struggle—not a military 
It will be fought behind the 
rear trenches; but it will be savage 
and deadly and ruthless. On one side 
a starving, deluded people, but efti- 
ciently organized to fight famine in 
a brave butinexyorably losing fight. 
And on the other side are the eco- 
nomic resources of the whole world 
combining for the first time in a tem- 


porary makeshift organization, some- | 


what weakened here and there by 
the eagerness of each nation :o hol 
its own, yet. strengthened by mutual 
aid from practically all the nations 
of the earth except the Teutonic na- 
tions. And chiefly, almost entirely, 
America must express herself this 
winter through the European com- | 
mission of the Red Cross in Paris.

Caring for the Homeless. 


.Americans will find the problem 
of the needy in France hard to real- 
ize. To begin with France has bil- 


‘leted in her homes million homeless 


people, Belgian refugees, French 
people whose homes were wiped out 
by the invading army in the summer 
of 1914; French people from the de- 
\astated area laid waste and aban- 
doned by the Germans in the spring 
of 1917; and French people behind 
the German lines who are being sent 
back through Switzerland a _ sad, 
broken, pitiful procession ceaselessly 
pouring into France at Evians. These 
two million homeless people are for 
the most part destitute. If they are 
farmers, their farms and stock are 
gone, their farm implements are 
gone, their homes are burned or 
blown up and the able-bodied men 
are at war. 

The American Red Cross is taking 
steps to restore normal conditions of 
French agriculture and to help in the 
beginning of the restoration of their 
French villageS; but that is another 
story. 

The homeless French people bil- 
leted in Paris and the other French 
towns are in part from the ranks of 
industry. The factories in which they 


worked are hopelessly dynamited and 
no French capital is available to re- 
build the factories. The part of the 
homeless two million who are store- 
keepers have no stores, no stock, no 
customers, no villages in which ta 
operate. And while the war lasts res- 
toration of commerce is impossible.

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‘PAINTING EXHIBITION 


WILL CLOSE TODAY 


30,000 Persons Said to Have 
Seen Work of Americans at 
City Art Museum. 


The exhibition: of contemporary 
American paintings at the City Art 
Museum will close today, after hav- 
ing been on view since Sept. 23. It is 
estimated that the 206 paintings have 
been viewed by 30,000 persons. Of 
these 1255 attended the three night 
displays given under the auspices of 
the museum authorities, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the City Club. 

The exhibition this year proved 
particularly attractive to art critics 
and to the public on account of the 
varied technique of the contributors 
and the brilliant color effects of the

paintings displayed. Much interest 


_has been aroused by Karl Anderson's 
painting, the “Sisters,’”’ which com- 


bines rich color with good drafts- 
manship in such a manner as to 
bring out to ‘best advantage the 
fresh, youthful beauty of the sub- 
jects. Charles H. Davis’ “Call of the 
West Wind,” with its good contrast 
of dark green foliage against the 
blue sky, also found many admirers. 

“The Potter,’’ by George de For- 
est Brush, has been complimented 
for the rich, finished quality of its 
“surfaces.”’ 

Among other notable canvases, F 
irving Couse’s “‘Vision of the Past,” 
Emil Carlsen’s “Still Life,”” Edmund 
C. Tarbell’s “My Daughter Joseph- 
ine’’ and Gertrude Lambert’s “Black 
and Green,” are worthy of mention. 

Several of these canvases have 
been mentioned as possible additions 
to the permanent collection of the 
museum. Three paintings from the 
collection have been sold. These are 
“Landscape,” by Victor J. Harles, a 
St. Louisan; “A Weary Traveler,” 
by Olive Rush, and “Return of the 
Fishermen,” by Ross E. Moffett. 

The collection will be removed 
from the walls tomorrow. About 80 
paintings will be forwarded to the 
Chicago Art Institute for the annud 
exhibition there, and the others will 
be returned to their owners. 

The policy of admitting paintings 
by a jury, tried by the St. Louis 
Museum this season for the first 
time, has met with wide approva’', 
and has served to increase the inter- 
est in the annual exhibition. 

Arrangements have been made t») 
show in November an exhibit of 100 
lithographs of war work by Joseph 
Pennell, and a group of five por- 
traits by Van Dyck, from the collec- 
tion of the Earl of Denbigh, at 
Newnham Paddox, Leicestershire, 
England.

Belleville’s concrete highway, 27.- 
808 feet. or about five and @ quar- 
ter miles, long. built at a cost of 
$253,752.60, will be dedicated with 
an automobile parade and ceremo- 
nies at Edgemont, the western ter- 
minus, at 2 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon.

Thomas Canavan Tells Congress- 
Criminals for 10 Years. 


BAD RESORTS FLOURISHED 


City Official Says He Witnessed 
Riots, but Made No Effort to 
Have Them Suppressed. 


That East St. Louis has been a 
sendetvous for thugs, yeggmen, 
pickpockets and thieves for the last 
19 years was the testimony given be- 
fore the Congressional Investigating 
Committee yesterday afternoon by 
Thomas Canavan, Who is, and has 
peen for almost half of that period, 
president of the Board of Local Im- 
provements. Canavan said, on being 
closely questioned, that the city had 
been filled with d@ives that harbored 
all sorts of criminals. 

The witness further admitted that 
the real estate firm of Canavan & 
fariton, of which he is a’ member, 
has been agent for 11 years for the 
Commercial Hotel, at Third street 
and Missouri avenue. This place 
was formerly known as the Tourist 
Hotel, and was a notorious resort. 
When it was known as the Tourist 
Hotel, two of the guests there were 
Ray Stevenson and Carl Caldwell, 
who were convicted of the murder 
of Frederick Saller, a’ St. Louis pay- 
master who was robbed of $1600 and 
shot to death on his way to a bank. 

Locke Tarlton, Canavan’s partner, 
is president of the East Side Levee 
Board and Mayor Molliman’s chief 
political adviser. | ‘ 

Canavan said the first he knew 
that the hotel was improperly used 
was when the Rev. George W. Alli- 
son, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, notified him last June or 

‘July that if it was not abated, as a 
nuisance, action would be taken to 
close it under the Jane Addams law. 

“Then, as an official and a leading 
citizen of East St. Louis, you were 
acting as agent for a hotel that was 
such a resort for tough characters 
that you were notified to abate it 
as a nuisance?’ asked Congressman 
Raker. Canavan admitted it was 
true. ; 

Attempts to Praise Mollman. 

Canavan’'s testimony was elicited 
by the questioning of Congressman 
Cooper, and followed an attempt by 
Canavan to praise Mayor Mollman. 
He testified that his firm had not 
paid close attention to the hotel, 
having leased it for long term&. He 
said he had only been insidé ithe 
building four times in the 11 years. 

Congressman Cooper asked Cana- 
van if it was not a fact that the auto- 
mobile load of white joyriders which 
“shot up” the negro district the night 
of July 1 had started out from the 
Commercial Hotel. Canavan said he 
had heard such a report. The testi- 
mony apparently explains a some- 
what veiled reference in the report 
of the grand jury which indicted 
more than 100 persons Aug. 14. 

The grand jury report stated that 
two automobile loads of white: men 
rode through the negro district, fir- 
ing into houses, the night of July 1. 
The machines stopped in front of 
the Commercial Hotel about 1 a. m., 
the report said; and the occupants 
entered. “It should have been ap- 
parent that the occupants were en- 
gaged in some lawless errand, for 
the machines were riddled with bul- 
lets,” the report continued. “Yet no 
arrests were made.” 

Guardsmen Brought to City. 

Two companies of Federalized 
guardsmen, encamped in East St. 
Louis several weeks before the riots 
broke out, were sent to East St. 
Louis, the witness revealed, after 
efforts to get them had been made 
by D. E. Parsons, general manager 
of the East St. Louis & Suburban 
Railway Co., which then was threat- 
ened with a strike by motormen and 
-conductors. Members of the con- 
gressiona! committee expressed 
astonishment when Canavan testi- 
fied that Parson made arrangements 
for the encampment, and that some 
of the guardsmen were quartered in 
the car barns. 

“They were supposed to be in the 
city to guard the plant of the Alum- 
inum Ore Co., which was making 
War supplies,” Canavan said. “I be- 
Heve that was a subterfuge.” 

It was pointed out by the Con- 
gressmen that there was a strike at 
the aluminum company’s plant at 
the sagne time. Canavan added that 
some of the soldiers were stationed 
around the packing plants, which 
also were having some trouble with 
employes. 

Maj. William Cavanaugh, who 
commanded the troops, refused to 
give any aid during the race riot of 
May 28, Canavan testified, on the 
ground that his men were on a spe- 
cial mission, namely, to protect the 
aluminum plant. 

Going back to the causes of the 
riots, Canavan remarked that “greedy 
real estate men” sold houses to ne- 
groes in neighborhoods occupied ex- 
clusively by whites. Owners ousted 
whites from four-room houses that 
were renting for $10 a month and 
rented them to negroes for $5 a room, 
he said. 

Says Avarice Caused Trouble. 

“The prime cause of the trouble,” 
he testified, “was the avarice of the 
manufacturers. They wanted to get 
rid of white workmen because they 
could not handle them. Negroes 
came | by hundreds to take the places 
of whites, and there were many ‘bad 
negroes’ among them. The first 
thing the bad negroes did was to 
buy revolvers. | 

“A long list of crimes by negroes 
upon white people followed. Hardly 
a night passed that an asault was 
not made. Moral conditions general. 
ly among the negroes became bad

ADVANCE IN FLANDERS 


Villages and Farms Captured in Powerful Drive 
on Ypres-Dixmude Road---Dominion 
TrooossTake Dominating Height. 
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PARIS, Oct. 27.—Another power- 
ful drive by the French troops today 
on the Ypres-Dixmude road resulted 
in the capture of several villages and 
a great number of fortified farms, 
according to tonight’s announcement 
by the War Officd. An additional 
advance was made along the Aisne 
front, including the occupation of 
Froidmont Farm.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Oct. 27. 
—Fighting west of Passchendaele 
was still in progress today and the 
Canadians operating in this sector 
were improving the position which 
they had wrested from the Germans. 
The British have outposts on the 
crest of Passchendaele ridge less 
than.a thousand yards from the 
town of Passchendaele. This rep- 
resents an extreme advance of about 
1200 yards since yesterday morning. 

The overesas men, who performed 
a wonderful feat in taking the west- 
ern crest of Bellevue Spur, were 
holding their positions strongly after 
having beaten off intense German 
counter thrusts. The Canadians ad- 
vanced on Bellevue Spur from the 
west over low ground, the character 
of which was branded in the name 
of one of the strongholds here— 
Marsh b&tom. The going was ter- 
rible all the way to the foot of the 
ridge and the Canadians at times 
sank almost to their hips in the soft 
mud. They were faced by a great 
mass of machine guns in concrete 
block houses on the high ground. 

Considered Impregnable. 

German prisoners said Bellevue, 
which is a dominating position, was 
regarded as impregnable. The 
strength of the defenses may be seen 
from the fact that 18 machine guns 
were found in one strip of 300 yards 
wide. Considering that each of these 
guns was pouring hundreds of shots 
a minute into the advancing ranks, 
some idea can be had of what it 
meant to push forward at the neces- 
earily slow pace into the very face of 
this hurricane of steel. 

Canadians operating west of Wolf 
Copse, which was another position 
strongly held by the enemy with ma- 
chine guns, reduced the defenses in 
a comparatively short time. 

Not only were machine guns busy 
in the block houses, but the road 
along the spur toward Gravenstafel 
was lined with rapid firers. The Ca- 
nadians pushed forward rapidly and 
before 8 o'clock had even reached 
the crest of the spur, notwithstand- 
ing the terrible fire. 

The attacking troops were unable, 
howeve@, to face this storm of bul- 
lets and had to retire slightly. In 
the affernoon they rallied again and 
moved forward up the slopes. As 
they neared the crest they came in 
contact with a strong body of enemy 
infantry, and bitter hand to hand 
fighting ensued. 


The Germans gradually gave 
ground, many of them sufrendering 
and the Canadians worked eastward | 
to a favorable position, where they | 
rested. The ground behind them 
was strewn with German dead and 
the Canadians themselves had given 
of their number to swell the toll, 
but the British losses were by no 
means excessive. 

The Germans immediately began 
to shell the Canadians with light field 
batteries, and at 4 o’clock delivered a 
heavy counter attack along the crest 
of the spur. The onrushing Ger- 
mans were caught in the British ar- 
tillery barrage and smashed and they 
retired. 

Thirty minutes later fresh Ger- 
man troops surged forward. This 
time it was the British machine guns 
and rifles that did the work, and they 
did it well. The Germans again re- 
tired. 

Meanwhile, to the right of the 
Bellevue spur the Canadian troops 
were pushing forward along the Pas- 
schendaele ridge. Here, too, there 
was hard fighting and twice the Ger- 
mans sent waves of infantry down 
the Passchendaele-Broodseidne road 
for counter attacks. Each time they 
were hurled back after bitter fight- 
ing. ° 

“In Belgium our attack, begun at 
5:15 in the morning, developed dur- 
ing the course of the day with full 
success on both sides of the road 
between Ypres and Dixmude. Our 
troops captured all German positions 
on a front of four kilometers 2% 
miles) and a mean depth of two kil- 
ometers, despite stubborn resistance 
on the part of the enemy, who suf- 
fered severe and heavy losses. 

“On the right we reached the west- 
ern outskirts of Houthoust Forest 
and captured the villages of Ver- 
brandesmis, Aschhoop, Merskem and 
Kippe, as well as a great number of 
strongly fortified farm houses. We 
took about 100 prisoners. 

“On the Aisne front’there was fee- 
ble activity on the part of the enemy 
artillery. We made new progress 
before the Chevrigny spur, and far- 
ther east occupied the Froidmont 
farm. ‘ 

“There was spirited artillery fight- 
ing during the day in the region of 
the Monts and on the right bank of 
the Meuse. 
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Russians Continue Their Advance in 
the Riga Region. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 27.—The Rus- 
sian advance in the Riga region on 
the front of the German withdrawal 
is being continued and Russian 
scouts have gone as far as Annehof 
without encountering the enemy, 
says today’s official communication. 

Russian positions on the coast 
were bombarded by German naval 
forces, including dreadnoughts. The 
bombardment was carried out in the 
|_Aineazhi sector, against the Island 
|of Kino and the town of Salismunde.

Says Soldiers Did Nothing. 

“But you are a city official, re- 
ceiving a salary from the city,” Con- 
gressman Raker remarked. “Why 
didn’t you get something done?” 

‘Well, I guess I was afraid,”’ Can- 
avan replied. “I heard that the sol- 
diers not only were not suppressing 
their lot, but that they were taking 
part in it. I knew they were not 
trying to stop it. I saw them stand- 
ing around all day, doing nothing.” 

Congressman Cooper asked if 
large employers of labor in East St. 
Louis had not shown indifference to 
the social and housing condition of 
their employes. 

“The only personal Mmterest they 
took in them, so far as I know, was 
to give them physical examinations 
and reject them, if they had any 
little defects,” Canavan replied. 
“There has been cut-throat compe- 
tition among wage earners here. It 
was hard for white men to get jobs. 
Many of them paid their bosses 25 
cents a day out of their wages to 
hold their jobs. The average wage 
for laborers, up to a year ago, was 
around $1.70 @ day. Those who 
paid tribute to the boss had $1.45 
eft.” 

Canavan asserted the living condi- 
tions of such people were “awful.” 
When Congressman Cooper asked 
his customary question as to the so- 
lution of such a problem, Canavan 
remarked it was “‘too big for him.”

PRICES CHANGED 


Raised on Run of Mine, Pre- 
pared Sizes and Slack in Two 
Missouri Counties. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The fuel 
administration announced today a4 
scale of bituminous coal prices for 
Michigan and made price changes 
in certain fields of Montana, Arkan- 
gas, Illinois and Missouri. The Michi- 
gan prices are run of mine $3.15 a 
ton; prepared sizes, $3.60; slack or 
ecreenings, $2.20. 

These prices have no connection 
with recommendations made in a 
letter to President Wilson yesterday 
by Fuel Administrator Garfield con- 
cerning proposed increases of prices 
at the mines of bituminous coal as 
a result of increased wages. 

Michigan prices were not fixed by 
President Wilson in the order of 
Aug. 21 fixing prices generally. 
Changes in Montana, Arkansas and 
Illinois as announced today raise the 
prices on prepared sizes but reduce 
those on slack or screenings. The 
Missouri .changes apply to two coun- 
ties and raise prices on the run of 
mine, prepared sizes and slack or 
screenings. 

The new classifications in these 
states are: 

Illinois (McLean Coal Co., Bloom- 
ington), prepared sizes $4, instead of 


stead of $2.15. 

Missour! (Putnam County and 
Longwall thin seam mines in Ran- 
dolph County), run of mine $3.15 in- 
stead of $2.70; prepared sizes, $3.40 
instead of $2.95, and slack or screen- 
ings, $2.90 instead of $2.45. 

Montana, prepared sizes $3.60 in- 
stead of $2.95; slack or screenings, 
$1.50 instead of $2.45. : 

Arkansas, Paris field, prepared 
sizes, $4.50 instead of $2.90; slack or 
screenings, $2 instead of $2.40. 

Besides these changes it is regard- 
ed as probable that some revision up- 
ward of prices of bituminous coal at 
the mines in the central competitive 
territory will be announced Monday 
or early next week as a result of 
recommendations made by Dr. Gar- 
field to President Wilson. 

The President’s order provides 
that the increase shall not apply in 
case of existing contracts providing 
for an increase in price to cover any 
raise in miners’ wages. Neither will 
it apply in districts where miners and 
operators fail to agree upon a min- 
ers’ penalty provision satisfactory to 
the fuel administration. 


ALDERMEN ASKED TO REDUCE 
RATE FOR WATER TO SCHOOLS 


Decrease to 5 Cents a Hundred Cu- 
bic Feet Would Mean Loss of 
$25,000 a Year, Wall Says. 

The St. Louis Public School Pa- 
trons’ Alliance, meeting at the Board 
of Education last night, adopted a 
resolution asking the Board of Al- 
dermen to reduce the rate for wa- 
ter supplied to schools to 5 cents a 
hundred cubic feet. The present 
average rate, according to the Board 
of Education, is 9.2 cents. Water 
Commissioner Wall says it is 3.7 
cents. 

Wall said the lower rate woul] 
mean a reduction of approximately 
$26,000 a year in the Water De- 
partment’s revenue, and probably 
would have to be counter-balanced 
by a slight increase in the rate to 
private consumers. His only argu- 
ment against reducing the rate to 
schools was that the decrease in revy- 
enue would seriously affect the Wa- 
ter Department, which is now find- 
ing it difficult to operate on its an- 
hual income because of the greatly 
increased cost of labor and ma- 
terials.

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INTRENGH ATTACK 
DRILL THIS WEEK 


Leaping of Tree Branches to Be 
Feature of Practice at 
Camp Doniphan. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
CAMP DONIPHAN, OkK., Oct. 27. 
—The St. Louis infantrymen, for the 
first time, next weék will go “over 
the top” and across “No Man’s Land” 
to the outlined trenches of a non- 
existent enemy. The only real fea- 
ture of the charge, which will be 
with fixed bayonets, will be obsta- 
cles of tree branches that will be 
placed between the indicated 
trenches in order to give the men 
practice in leaping obstacles that will 
be only, too tangible when they 
charge across a real “No Man's 
Land.” The feature is outlined in 
the drill schedule, which was issued 
tonight, and calls for an hour’s daily 
training in ‘“‘platoon instruction in 
trench attack.’’ The principal les- 
son to be taught is the conception of 
teamwork gained by the men as they 
leap out of the shallow temporary 
trenches that will be hastily dug and 
charge shoulder to shoulder. 
An eight-mile battalion hike ~ iz 
scheduled for Wednesday. On that 
day the men_ will execute a march 
under conditions exactly as though 
through hostile country. They will 
carry full pack, pitch camp and cook 
their own food for one meal. : 
It has been decided definitely, of- 
ficers said late this afternoon, to use 
the line of trenches to the west of 
Camp Doniphan, upon their com- 
pletion shortly, as firing pits for men. 
The 138th Infantry will probably be 
among the first to use the trenches 
for actual firing under conditions 
similar to those now being experi- 
enced by American troops in the 
trenches in France. Silhouette tar- 
gets will probably be used. 
Enthused by News From France. 
News of the occupation of the 
first-line trenches’ in France by the 
American troops was received at 
Camp Doniphan with enthusiasm. 
The first to learn of the developmen’ 
were the men who left camp early 
in the evening for Lawton, where 
they read the report in afternoon | 
newspapers. : 
The news quickly spread to camp, 
was flashed to the different regi- 
mental and brigade headquarters 
and announcements were made to 
the men, who received the tidings 
with cheers. In Lawton many of 
the officers and enlisted men gath- 
ered in groups in hotel lobbies, stores 
and on street corners, where they 
discussed with quickened breath and 
shining eyes the significance of the 
move. Many expressed a hope that 
the neye would accomplish a more 
speedy departure of the thirty-fifth 
division. 
Gen. Lucian C. Berry, command- 
ing the division, notified by tele- 
phone at his home, expressed sur- 
prise, and said: “Fine. Let the 
good work keep up.”

HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 

CONSERVER.—Tc can sauer- 
kraut is to put it in a jar and seal | 
it perfectly. 

J. H. 8.—Shake geranium roots 
free of earth and hang them in dry 
place in cellar. You can put them 
in pots and keep them in the 
house, but they seldom bloom in 
winter. Must be kept in fairly 
even temperature, being especially 
careful to prevent chilling at night. 
‘Give plenty of air; they will not 
thrive in “stuffy’’ room. Light and 
sunshine are necessary for all 
plants; there is more danger of 
getting too little than too much. 
A little bone meal or other fer- 
tilizer is beneficial and care must 
be taken to keep geraniums free 
from plant lice and insects. Some- 
body says: To meke geraniums 
grow and blossom, we have discov- 
ered that even in a room with lit- 
tle or no sun, hot liquid hen ma- 
nure has no peer. Pour boiling 
water over a quantity of the dry 
manure; strain off for immediate 
use. Looser the soil around the 
edge of the pot and pour in a 
liberal dose of the hot liquid. 
Such treatment of one plant each 
morning through the early winter 
resulted in a luxuriant plant growth 
and a number of magaificent blos- 
soms. 

RAISING FOXES. 

MABEL.—‘“Breeding foxes in 
confinement for pelts,’ said Eli- 
jah Norton of Dover, Me., “is like 
shaking dice—you never know 
what is going to turn up. I have 
been in the business seven years, 
starting with a pair of reds and in- 
creasing my stock until now I have 
14 pairs of silver grays. I am un- 
able to make any estimate as to the 
profits of the business. If I count- 
ed my time at half the price of a 
day's wages I would have lost 
money. I believe there is a fair 
profit in rearing young foxes for 
what their skins will bring from the 
fur dealers, though I do not kill 
mine. I can get more money by 
selling the living foxes to men who 
wish to Start in the’ business of 
breedis foxes on their own ac- 
count. kam getting $15 @ pair-for 
all the red foxes I can sup- 
ply, whereas if I sold the pelts 
tl would not receive more, than 
$5 for a pair. Before you can 
rear foxes in confinement you must 
learn how to handle them. More 
than half the fox pups caught run- 
ning wild in the woods will not 
breed at all if confined inside of 
wire inclosures, no matter how well 
you use them. No fox running wild 
in a state of nature is a polyga- 
mist, though I have two healthy 
males bred in my yards which have 
consented to accept two or more 
wives. I believe I shall develop a 
race of polygamous foxes, though 
I am not sure as yet. If I win I 
can make much more money. Itis 
a mistake to believe that foxes in 
confinement require the same kind 
of food that wild foxes eat. I tried 
it and nearly lost all the animals I 
had. They became sullen and quar-

five years I have fed my foxes the 
same kind of. food one would give 
his dog—johnny cake, bread and 
milk, dog ‘biscuit and lean scraps. 
By using them kindly and keeping 
strangers away from the yards I 
am finding no difficulty in domesti- 
cating the animals or in getting 
them to breed. My greatest hope 
lies in my beautiful silver grays.

Possession of St. Louis during the 
week of June 17, 1918, will be held 
without dispute by interests repre- 
sented in Real Estate Exchanges. 
Local realty operators will on the 
first four business days of that week, 
or from the 17th to the 206th, inclu- 
sive, be hosts to fully 2500 visitors 
from all the cities, large and small, 
in the United States, Canada and 
Cuba, delegates to the eleventh an- 
nual meeting of the Nationai Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 


Dates for the convention were defi- 
nitely “assigned by a joint meeting 
last week of the Executive Commit- 
tee and the board of managers of 
the national body at Indianapolis. 
Decision to hold the 1918 meeting in 
St. Louis was made at the Milwau- 
kee convention a few months since, 
but fixing of the dates for it was 
left to the two bodies named. 


The Indianapolis meeting was at- 
tended by John J. Dowling, general 
chairman of the local convention 
committees; C. M. McDonald, a for- 


|/mer president of the St. Louis Reai 


Estate Exchange, and W. E. Caul- 
field. At the Union Station here 
this committee chanced upon Luke 
E. Hart of the Board of Aldermen, 
who was making a business trip to 
Indianapolis, so the realty men 
promptly enlisted htm for tempo- 
rary membership in the committee 
and found him an ally who became 
a potent influence at the Indianap- 
olis, gathering, particularly in the 
direction of extemporaneous ora- 
tory.

Louis convention was the principal 
pyrpose* of the Indianapolis meet- 
ing, there were other questions up 
for consideration: by the higher

The prime mover of the res- 
olution adopted at Chicago 
was Dr. W. A. Guild of Des 
Moines. The proposal was 
voted on and adopted by phy- 
sicians representing 35 states, 
and a committee was named 
to take the subject up with 
the executives of all the 
states. 

The plan would affect only 
two’ classes of unfortunates: 
First, infants hopelessly de- 
formed, physicasiy or mental- 
ly; and, second, adults ineur- 
ably afflicted by disease. In 
both cases the agents of death 
would be physicians. 

It is evident at the first 
glance that the commitment 
of the power of life and death 
over other human beings to a 
single class, however honor- 
able it may be as a body, 
might easily be attended by 
diabolical abuses, unless rig- 
orously safeguarded. In the 
Middle Ages there were 
bravos and poisoners who 
would undertake for hire to 
rid a man of an enemy, or an 
heir of a too jong-lived father 
or a wife of an inconvenient 
husband. Therefore, Dr. Guild 
would surround euthanasis 
with such restrictions as 
would, in his opinion, make 
impossible any criminal use 
of the terrible authority vest- 
ed in the physician. These 
are his proposals and the 
safeguards suggested: 

Physicians shall have 
power, under circum- 
stances to be named, to 
put to a humane death in- 
fants irremediably de- 
formed, mentally or phys- 
ically, and adults incura- 
bly diseased, when a pro- 
longation of life means a . 
prolongation of useless 
pain. 

No one physician shall 
have authority to decide 
whether any case is hope- 
less or incurable, but this 
shall be determined by a 
council of physicians. 

No infant shall be put 
to death without the con- 


sent of its parents or guardians. 

No adult shall be killed without his or her own 
consent, and the suggestion of administering eutha- 
nasia must originate with the patient and not the 


physician. 


When the council] of physicians has agreed upon 
its verdict and obtained the consent of the proper 
persons, the evidence shall be laid before the courts. 

If the courts, after a full investigation, uphold 
the verdict, then it shall become legal to carry out 
But if the courts for any 
reason fail to confirm the finding 
then the infant or adult must 


the sentence of death. 


This scheme embodies a 


one supposes, of course, that any physician or council of 
physicians is infallible. So they are limited on either 
hand—first, by the necessity of obtaining the consent 
of the persons most closely affected, and on the other 
by the requirement of legal authorization from the 


courts. 


How physicians would be restrained by the first form 
of check, when themselves in error, was illustrated -by 
Dr. Guild with an instance from his own practice. It 
was that of a woman “afflicted with the worst case of

Her hus- 
band said that after the baby’s death she fell into a 
settled melantholy. “If ever a woman died of a broken 
heart, she did,” he maintained. She had previously 
given birth to three norma! children. : 

Then there was the case of Miss Julia C. Curtin, 
member of an old and prominent Philadelphia family, 
who contracted hydrophobia from the bite of a pet dog, 
and whose agonies were shortened by ether administered 
by her uncle, Dr. Roland G. Curtin, amd her cousin, 
Dr. Roland Curtin. They declared that any other 
course would have been needlessly cruel. 

Last July, in his hospital at Chicago, Dr. Haiselden 
stood by his policy with he Bollinger baby in the cases 
of three infants. All of them were hideously deformed, 
and in every case life might have been prolonged by the 
performance of operations. The physician permitted 
them ‘to die. “I refuse to save absolutely worthless 
lives,” said he. “These children would be preserved 
only for lives of wretchedness, and might become men- 
aces to society.” 

But in another instance, a year previously, this same 

physician saved the life of an infant whose father had 
asked that the 2-months-old girl be put to death. The 
father, Charles Cleveland, a laborer in Des Moines, ap- 
pealed to the police there to tell him some way in 
which his daughter might legally be killed. He said doc- 
tors had told him the child might never be able to eat 
foed, owing to a deformity of the mouth, and that she 
had one convulsion after another. “My wife does noth- 
ing but cry all the time, and she’s sick,” he said. 
Dr. Haiselden went to Des Moines and viewed the 
child. He pronounced that 
her affliction was curable 
by operation, and that the 
thing to do was to give her 
surgical attention immedi- 
ately. This was done, with 
gratifying results. In this 
case it was a physician who 
acted as a check upon the 
wishes of a parent. 


At lola, Kan., two years 
ago, physicians withheld 
treatment from a child they 
pronounced a hopeless im- 
becile, and permitted it to 
die, with the consent of the 
parents. There was a simt 
lar case in New York at. 
about the same time, result- 
ing in an announcement by 
the Association of Coroners 
that any physicians, nurses 
or Other persons attempting 
to exercise the power of life 
and death over babies in 
that city would, in case of 
the child’s death, promptly 
be prosecuted for murder.

Of the 120 miles of the aqueduct, 49.1 miles, or'about 41 per 
cent, was driven through solid rock. One of these roc« tunnels, 
, that running for 18 miles under the very. bac e of Manhat- 
‘ ‘tan, is the largest in the world. It is from 300 to 750 feet be- 
low the surface and if tracked for transportation would accom- 
“modate a subway train anywhere throughout its length. Two 
of the 21 working shafts for its construction are as deep as 
‘the Woolworth Building is high. 


It is a three days’ journey for a glass of water from Ashokan 
' to New York. Meters which in magnitude and capacity are not 
equalled anywhere, measure the daily flow in totals of millions. 
In its completed form the aqueduct consists of alternating 
sections of conduit just beneath the surface of the ground, of 
tannels piercing mountain ranges, of other tunnels passing 
beneath river valleys and of steel pipe lines spanning gorges 
and ravines. It drives more than a thousand feet below the 
Hudson to cross the river. Through all these links the water 
flows in one continuous stream, ever seeking a lower level, until 
~ finally it bubbles out and finds beneficent use in the homes and 
factories of New York. 


No reservoir of ancient or modern times approaches in size 
and capacity the great Ashokan reservoir at the starting point 
, of the aqueduct. It is 12 miles long and an average of one mile 
wide. It is 194 feet deep at high water and contains 132,000,- 
000,000 gallons, enough water to supply New York for a period 
ef eight months, allowing 100 gallons a, day to each inhabitant. 
At the other terminus is the distributing reservoir on ‘Staten 
Island, covering 54 acres and holding 435,000,000 gallons. An- 
other great storage reservoir in lower Westchester County 
holds 29,000,000 gallons, or a reserve supply sufficient for 60 
days at a maximum rate. 


: This last-named reservoir, which will allow the 16 miles of 

e aqueduct between it and Ashokan to be shut off for inspection 
. ° nd repair, if necessary, covers three and one-half square miles 
is and is formed by the Kensico dam, which, from end to end, is 
Fa the largest dam in the world.

. age shaft on the east side, whose top would be’closed by a 


heavy steel dome securely anchored to the masonry lining. Both 
shafts and tunnel are circular, 14 feet in diameter and lined 
with concrete: masonry approximately two feet thick: The 
aqueduct at the Hudson crossing is 1500 feet below hydraulic 
grade, and is the deepest aqueduct tunnel in the world. 

For 55 of the 92 miles of Catskill aqueduct, fnom the Ashokan 
reservoir to the city line, the kind of constriction known as 
cut and cover was used. The name comes from the principal 
steps in construction. A trench is cut in the earth or rock, then 
the masonry conduit constructed in the trench, and this, in 
turn, covered with earth or other: material taken from the cut. 

Each section is of horseshoe shape, 17 feet high and 17° feet 
6 inches wide inside, large enough for the operation of a single- 
track railroad of standard cars, with more than sufficient clear- 
ances. If the concrete used in this type of construction Mad 
been poured as a solid mass into the Woolworth Building as a 
mold, it wolld have filled it three times and there would have 
been enough left over for half of another filled. If used for the 
pavement of a footpath, it would have Duilt a generous walk, 


. two yards wide and four inches thick, from New York to San 


Francisco. If the cement used in the concrete had been loaded 
into railroad cars in a continuous train, the cars would have 
extended nearly 100 miles. 

One of the chief features of this great indertakinn is the fact 
that at no point from Ashokan to Staten Island is it necessary 
to pump so much as a pint of water. It moves by natural grav- 
ity from the far-away hills to the city. The “cut and cover” 

‘conduits were designed for flow with a free water surface Hke 
an open channel, never full, so that the force of gravity operates 
to overcome the frictional resistance and the water flows at a 
uniform rate. In this case the grade is a little more than one 


foot in each mile of length, which gives a velocity to the water ° 


of about four feét per second when flowing at the depth of max- 
imum discharge, dr about nine-tenths full. This velocity is 
equivalent to about three miles an hour, or about as fast as 
an ordinary walking gait. When flowing nearly full the 65 
miles of this type of conduit contain more than 600,000,000 gal- 
lons of water, as much as Greater New York uses each dav. 

It was inevitable, however, that some valleys would have to 
‘be crossed where it was not possible to obtain this even fall. In 
14 such depressions, totaling a distance of six miles, the en- 
gineers built steel pipe siphons, although this type of construc- 
tion is really nothing more than a conduit across the valley, 


having siphonic action, but so named on account of its re- 


‘ pemblance to an inverted siphon. Three lines of nine-foot 
pipes were necessary except south of Kensico reservoir, where 
three pipes of about 11 feet in diameter were required. This 
presented difficulties. Finally a choice was made of steel pipes 
of about one-half inch in thickness. These were lined with a 
protective coating of two inches of cement mortar and cov- 
ered with a layer of concrete to add weight and keep the large 
steel tubes from flattening under their own weight when empty 
or collapsing under external air pressure if emptied too rapffly. 

The siphon at Storm King Mountain, on the Hudson, previous- 
ly. mentioned, is the greatest ever constructed. The water passes 
down the 1142-foot shaft hewn in the solid rock on the west

The uninterrupted gravity movement 
would cause disaster to pipes and 
plumbing if there were not some way to 
equalize the force and Dring the pres- 
sure down to the exact needs of the 
city. This is accomplished by the tun- 
nel at Hill View, just above the city 


line, which performs this essential function of equalizer. 

A spectacular novelty in connection with the system is the 
aeration plant. Two great fields of fountains, numbering more 
than 1600, throw the water in marvelously-tinted sprays fully 
100 feet in height, thereby cleansing the supply by deoxidation. 
No such elaborate precaution is taken anywhere else. 

Another novelty, declared to be the greatest ever undertaken 
in waterworks construction, is at the Narrows. Crossing the 
East River 250 feet below the Arbuckle Building, the tunnel 
passes below Fort Green and on to a trench actually shaped 
in the waters of the Narrows and wherein is laid the flexible 
Pipe aqueduct. The joints of this pipe were adjusted with 
such scientific accuracy that they did not reach. equilibrium 
until they finally settled in their trench bed. Through it the - 
water is carried by equalized gravity to the Staten Island hills, 
100 feet above the sea. 

During the three years in which the tunnel was being driven 
through bed rock under Manhattan there were maintained at 
all times, far underground, three giant magazines. Daily 
there were delivered at each of the 21 shafts 1000 pounds of 
dynamite. By a combination of painstaking care and rare 
good luck, not so much as one serious accident occurred in all 


Some idea of the sinditniinaity work necessary to the success 
of the project is gleaned from the fact that for the best part of 
three years, in summer’s heat and winter’s cold, surveyors 
explored and examined the details of the many routes which 
had suggested themselves. Finally, at every point along the 
line, it was certain that the best and most economical! location 


Geologists, too, were employed to examine the various rock. 
formations which would be encountered in driving the tunnels. 
Some 44 miles of the aqueduct were driven through rock and 
earth traversing more than 25 different geological formations 
of various ages. An example of the benefits derived from this 

“form of investigation is found in the deep tunnel beneath the

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N Aug. 22, 1848, there was a brilliant social 
gathering in the two-story-and-a-half 
brick mansion at what ‘is now 702 South 

~ Fourth street, St. Louis, today a dingy, 
squalid neighborhood, but then a fash- 
lonable section. Many officers from Jef- 
‘ferson Barrac!'s were present in their 

gold-braided uniforms, for the occasion was a marriage 
and the bridegroom was one of their fellow-officers. 
Society was out in force, as the bride was connected with 
some of the most prominent families of the city. 

The bridegroom was a stocky young man, 26 years old 
and 5 feet 7 inches tall, with reddish-brown hair and 
mild, steady eyes of gray-blue. Never having much gift 
of speech, this crisis had stricken him dumb. He was 
often nicknamed “the little Lieutenant with the big 
epaulettes.” The bride was a fair-skinned, petite and 
vivacious little lady of 22, whose father and niany of 
whose friends feared that she was contracting a mesal- 
liance. The time was to come when the bride’s father 
wa. to have daily on his lipy the bitter phrase, “My no- 
account son-in-law.” 

Yet the pair united that day were destined, after 
years of bitter suffering and poverty, to become master 
and mistress of the White House and to be received with 
royal honors at the courts of Europe and the Orient. 
' For the silent bridegroom was Ulysses 8S. Grant and the 
bride was Miss Julia B. Dent. 

The house in which this historic ceremony took place 
still stands, and has had a picturesque history. It was 
then the “town house” of Col. Frederick Dent, father of 
Miss Dent, who also had a plantation in St. Leuis 
County, with a large farmhouse rather grandiosely called 
“White Haven.” It ~as on this farm that Grant 
was to spend some of the most wretched 
and ijaborious years of his life, and 
there with his own hands, he 
built the log cabin which in 
his depression he named 
“Hardscrabble.” As the resi- 
dence district moved west, the 
Int house on Fourth street 
sank in social station. In time 
it degenerated into a cheap lodg- 
ing house, and then it became va- 
cant. By some forgotten process 
it fell into the possession of the 
Board of Education, -with the ad- 
joining house at No. 700. The board 
recently sold the property at public 
auction. It was bought by John H. 
Gundlach, a public-spirited citizen, for 
about $4400, with the purpose of 
preserving the monument from destruc-
